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Report of Selectmen 


This nation, our country, is at war. Not for a min- 
ute should this fact be forgotten. The cost of all com- 
modities of living have had an upward tendency since 
war was declared, and we must look for a still further 
advance. 

In making our appropriations for the ensuing year 
we should bear this fact in mind. It is gratifying to 
your board to report our financial condition as satis- 
factory, showing a substantial decrease in our town | 
debt the past year. At our last annual meeting your 
attention was called to the new laws relating to town 
indebtedness, but no action was taken. The larger part 
of our indebtedness is demand notes and we trust you 
will give this matter your consideration. 

Selectmen are elected to conduct the town’s business 
as instructed at its annual meeting. ‘Therefore it is the 
duty of every voter to attend and take part in the busi- 
ness meeting. Those who do not, without a good ex- 
cuse, are not coming up to the full requirements of good 
citizenship. 

Our highway work the past year has been satisfac- 
tory to your board. We believe having two agents has 
met with the approval of the citizens. Comment for and 
against the use of snow 1oller has reached us; and if it 
be your desire the roller shall be used we must have a 
larger appropriation for the highway department. The 
final payment has been made on the steam roller and its 
purchase has proved a good thing for the town. 

The bridge expense has been considerably more 
than looked for, but it is one important part of our high- 
way work that cannot be neglected. The bridge on the 
old County Farm road, the Hickey bridge, and the one 
over the Gamlal brook on the Greenville road will have 
to be rebuilt in part the coming year. Twenty-three 
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hundred and eighty feet of State Aid road was built on 
Forest St.

We take this opportunity to thank him for the 
assistance rendered us and the work done for the town.

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Report of Fire Wards 


The destruction by fire in Wilton the past year has 
been unusually severe. On March 4 a fire at the resi- 
dence of the late Judge Bales with the loss of about $1500 
was the most severe in the village district since the in- 
stallation of the water systems, as well as the most dif- 
ficult to combat, and afforded a good illustration of the 
value of fire-stops in building construction. 

- On March 16 a fire at the Stiles farm owned by D. 
Whiting & Sons, house destroyed together with the fur- 
niture of Harvey Holt and Fred Wing. Barn damaged. 

On Nov. 14 a still alarm for fire on the roof of Drap- 
er Bros.’ garage, damage slight. 

Nov. 23, fire at Stephens farm in the southeast part 
of town. Barn and outbuildings destroyed together 
with horses, cattle, hay, farm machinery and tools. Ell 
of house damaged. Much credit is due to people from 
Temple, Lyndeboro and the northern part of Wilton for 
their persistent and effective efforts in combating the 
fire at the Stiles farm until the arrival of the firemen 
thus enabling us to save the 104-ft. barn. Efficient ser- 
vice was also rendered by neighbors at the Stephens fire 
where the house was saved. 

‘The hand engine Carmi, which was taken to the West 
End a few years ago, we find to be in a sadly neglected 
condition and would recommend that it be disposed of 
at a fair price. The maintenance of the auto truck has 
been quite an expense as at least 75 per cent of the wear 
and tear on this machine is occasioned by forest fires, 
it would seem to us only fair that a portion of the main- 
tenance expense should be charged to the forest fire de- 
partment.

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Report of Water Commissioners 


We have to report but 2 new services installed the 
past year. ‘The water was somewhat unsatisfactory 
during the summer months, but the dam at the Frye ~ 
measure factory was being rebuilt, and much decayed 
vegetable matter released into the brook. After these 
repairs had been completed and the brook flushed by ~ 
rains, the reservoir was thoroughly cleaned and from 
a subsequent analysis of the water it was pronounced 
good. ; 

In compliance with a vote of the town at the last 
annual meeting we have disposed of the two 6-inch 
compound meters which have been on hand for a num- 
ber of years. 

The extreme cold weather of the present winter has 
put many meters out of commission by freezing and 
adding considerable to the apparent expense of main- 
tenance. Owing to the difficulty in obtaining supplies 
the repair of these meters has been delayed, but when 
repaired and replaced the expense will be collected from 
th consumer, thus remmbursing the town to some extent.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens of Wilton :— 


Your School Board submits the following report: 
Our schools opened last September, under the adminis- 
tration of a new superintendent. Also there were a 
number of changes in our corps of teachers. At the close 
of the preceding school year Mr. L. S. Morrison, who had 
served our district as superintendent for the past three 
years, tendered his resignation, to accept a similar posi- 
tion at Lisbon, N. H. The District of New Ipswich, 
Temple, Hancock and Wilton elected Mr. Louis DeWitt 
Record of Somersworth, N. H., to take his place. Mr. 
Record brought to us a long and successful experience 
in school work. 

In the High School we were fortunate to retain the 
services of Miss Herlihy and Miss Paine. ‘The other 
members of the High School faculty were selected by 
Mr. Record at the beginning of the school year. 

We will not speak further of the teachers and their 
work as these subjects will be taken up more fully by 
the superintendent and special teachers in their reports. 

It will be remembered that on account of the crowded 
condition of the High School building last year, the Pri- 
mary School consisting of the Ist and 2nd grades, was 
held at the Town Hall in the room formerly occupied 
by the library. This arrangement was not satisfactory 
and the proposition of providing suitable accommoda- 
tions for all the children of the village in the High 
School building, was before us. At the suggestion of 
Mr. Herlihy, we solved the problem in this way. A room 
was fitted up in the gymnasium on the third floor for 
the use of the classes in Domestic Arts. A cook stove 
was added to the equipment which serves for heating as 
well as for baking. This with the blue flame stoves we al- 
ready had and the refrigerator and cooking utensils 
makes a real kitchen of this room. The front recitation 
‘room on the second floor, which had been used as a 
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kitchen, became a recitation room once more. Grades 
5 and 6 were moved from the lower floor to the second. 
The 3rd and 4th grades were given the room on the 
northwest corner of the building. This left the warmest 
room on the lower floor in the southwest corner of the 
building for the Primary school. The room on the east 
side of the schoolhouse used in past years for the little 
folks is now used by the High school as a recitation 
room and assembly hall. The wood working and man- 
ual training classes are carried on in the basement. The 
small supply room on the lower floor has been fitted up 
for an office for the use of the superintendent. The 
books and supplies have been moved to the third floor. 
This arrangement has worked out fairly satisfactorily 
for teachers and pupils. Some small repairs have been 
made on the outside schoolhouses. In regard to these 
outside schools we will say that we have been fortunate 
in the instructors selected for them and we feel that so 
far as progress made in studies that they are in a very 
satisfactory condition. 


On account of the prevailing fuel conditions we 
thought best to prolong our winter vacation but we ex- 
pect to give a sufficient number of weeks to complete the 
work laid down for this year. 


We wish to experss our thanks to the trustees of the 
Gregg Free Library for some pictures which they pre- 
sented to us for use in the schools. These pictures were 
from a collection presented to the library by the late 
Mrs. O. J. Lewis. 

Finally we wish to thank all parents and others who 
have visited our schools and shown an interest in the 
work and we wish to invite all citizens to visit our 
schols, become acquainted with the superintendent and 
teachers and see for themselves what is being done 
along educational lines. 

In regard to the financial support of our schools we 
submit for your consideration the following recommen- 
dations to cover the period of nineteen months, which 
owing to the change of ending the fiscal school year on 
August 31st instead of Feb. 15th presents the problem 
as follows: 

To raise and appropriate money for the support of 
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schools from February Ist, 1918 to August 31st, 1918. 

To raise and appropriate money for the support of 
schools from September Ist, 1918 to August 3Ist, I9I9. 

Three solutions present the matter as follows: First: 
To raise and appropriate such sums of money, raised 
by direct taxation for support of schools from Feb. Ist, 
1918, to Aug. 31, 1919. Second: To raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as estimated necessary for 
school puproses for one year and carry a deficit to be 
cared for later. Third: To raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for school purposes to cover period from Feb. 
Ist, 1918, to Aug. 31st, 1918, a part of this sum to be 
raised by direct taxation and the balance to be raised by 
serial notes issued by the district, tax free to citizens 
of Wilton; also to raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary for support of schools from 
Sept. Ist, 1918, to Aug. 31st, 1919, raised’ by direct tax- 
ation. 

The third solution appeals to your board as the best 
method. We feel we will be compelled to pay higher sal- 
aries to our teaching force and know that our fuel bills 
will be much in advance of the usual allowance. 


Therefore we submit the following estimates for 
school maintenance: 


From Feb. 1, 1918, to Aug. 31, 1918:

The High School building shows neglect and needs 
whitewashing inside and a coat of paint outside which 
we estimate would cost $250. 

The State Superintendent asks us to install a labra- 
tory and we feel compelled to provide one, using the 
east end of the third floor opposite the Domestic Science 
room. This we estimate would cost $550.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Wilton: 


Herewith I submit my first annual report as superin- 
tendent of your schools, and to this I have attached re- 
ports from the Headmaster and the Supervisors of Mu- 
sic and Art. 

Upon assuming charge of the administration of your 
- schools, I found a system of schools which had been 
planned with much care and which was largely in con- 
formity with that scheme of reorganization which has 
received the endorsement of educators throughout the 
country. As far as curricula, grading, and equipment 
are concerned, there was evidence of an intelligent pro- 
gressive spirit controlling this department of your pub- 
lic activities. That there should be some weak spots in 
the administration of a scheme involving such radical 
departure from the traditional was to be expected, if 
not unavoidable. I have conceived it my first duty, un- 
der such conditions, to improve as far as possible, some 
matters of administration, and secondly to advise such 
changes in organization as seemed to me advisable and 
in conformity with the admirably progressive spirit of 
the community and its school officials. 

I am happy to report that there is a decided improve- 
ment in the matter of attendance, both as to the number 
of absences and as to tardiness. Though there is still 
much chance for improvement, we have gotten away 
from a condition in the past which was almost scan- 
dalous. This improvement has been secured only 
through drastic measures and we must rely for any 
farther betterment upon a more hearty cooperation of 
the parents. 

(ur records in the High school are now being kept 
carefully and in a manner which must meet with the ap- 
proval of the most critical. Our program of studies has 
been revised so as to meet with the increasing demands 
of the state department and the federal aid boards. Our 
equipment for the agricultural course has necessarily 
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been enlarged to meet with these demands for forge 
work. 

The equipment in the wood-working department 
needs some replenishing. ‘There is an imperative de- 
mand for a room properly equipped for laboratory work 
in science. Elementary science should be a part of the 
program for grades A and B. 


There were four vacancies in the teaching staff of 
the high school on August 1, and the music supervisor 
resigned during the month. For the sake of economy 
and because of a lack of recitation rooms, we have em- 
ployed but four teachers in place of these five. This has 
‘necessitated the increasing of the duties of the different 
members of the staff to an extent that is very undesira- 
ble. In all probability this curtailment in the teaching 
force cannot long be maintained and that the staff will 
have to be restored to its former size by another school 
year, 1f not sooner. 


All the superintendents of this state were summoned 
to Concord on January 14 for a conference to consider 
ways in which the schools may aid the state.and nation 
in their war activities. At this conference we were in- 
formed that the schools and the school officials would 
be called on to assist the state and nation in this emer- 
gency in three ways. First, the schools would be re- 
quested from time to time to distribute various war pro- 
paganda of the federal authorities, second, the school 
officials would be expected to encourage the school chil- 
dren to save for the purchase of Thrift Stamps and War 
Saving Certificate Stamps, third, through the school of- 
ficials, the school children would be called upon to assist 
in overcoming the food shortage by the cultivation of 
vegetable gardens. I am sure that the people of Wilton 
are anxious that our schools be free from any taint of 
slackerism in this respect. I wish to call on the parents, 
through you, to assist the school officials in securing a 
patriotic compliance with these requests. In this matter 
they can be especially helpful in procuring plots for 
these gardens and in encouraging the children to a prop- 
er cultivation of the crops planted. 7 


It is reported by the state authorities that the school 
gardens of last year were a decided success, and al- 
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though there were failures here and there, that the food 
.supply of the state was materially increased because of 
this movement. In the greater exigency existing this 
year, by profiting from the experience of last year, these 
gardens this year should be larger in size, larger in 
number, and more productive in event of favorable 
weather conditions. I confidently expect that each par- 
ent will assist us by seeing to it that his child does his 
bit in this national crisis. This work faithfully performed 
will result in both an economic and an educational gain, 
viz. in an increase in the food supply, a valuable lesson 
in horticulture, and a still more valuable lesson in civic 
duty. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Smith- 
Hughes Act, certain funds have now become available 
for the furtherance of practical arts education here in 
New Hampshire. This is doubtless the beginning of a 
more extensive national patronage of secondary and 
collegiate education. In order to qualify for a part of 
these funds, we must maintain an agricultural course 
which conforms in curricula and in administration with 
the national requirements. These requirements are 
practically the same as our state now demands for ap- 
proval. In curricula these requirements may be found in 
the high school program on another page. In addition 
to the class room work, each pupil in agronomy, horti- 
culture, and animal husbandry must successfully carry 
out a home project. These must be real, sizable pro- 
jects, and carried out to a logical conclusion. In horti- 
culture, such a project would call for a plot of minimum 
size of one-fourth acre, in field crops, one-half acre, and 
in animal husbandry, a substantial project, such as would 
involve the care, breeding, and sale of the products of 
50 hens, 20 sheep, or a dozen pigs. 


Thus it may be seen that any school in this state 
maintaining a course in agriculture in the future must, 
if that school is to qualify for federal aid or even meet 
with the demands of the state for approval, actually 
teach agriculture in earnest and that the agricultural 
projects must be something more than samples in quan- 
ity. 

The parent who would have his boy elect this course 
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in our school should plainly understand that the child 
must be provided with the land, fertilizers, seed, and 
tools for both the garden and the field projects, and 
with the necessary number of animals, feed, and housing 
in the animal husbandry projects. .Otherwise it will be 
impossible for him to pass the course. We are prevented 
from any compromise in this matter. 


Perhaps a word of explanation of the change in the 
fiscal year of the school district might be in place in 
this report. I accordingly submit the following. The 
General Court at its last session amended the public 
statutes, 122, 1, 2, and 3, so as to read as follows: 


“The fiscal year of town and special school districts 
beginning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, 
and thereafter the fiscal and scholastic year shall end 
August 31, annually.”’ 

“At its annual meeting holden in accordance with 
the provisions of section 1, chapter 90 of the Public 
Statutes, such school district shall annually raise and 
appropriate money for the support of schools to be ex- 
pended during the fiscal year beginning September 1, 
next succeeding.” 

“The selectmen shall pay over to the district treas- 
urer, annually, on or before October 1, and monthly 
thereafter, such sums as the school board shall require 
for the maintenance of the schools.” 

This act was approved by the governor on April 4, 
1917, too late to effect the action taken at the various 
school district meetings last spring. At the coming 
district meeting you are required by the statute to raise 
and appropriate money for the support of schools, such 
money to be expended during the fiscal year September 
I, 1918 to August 31, 1919. This leaves the part of the 
present school year between February 1, 1918 and Au- 
gust 31, 1918, unprovided for as far as funds are con- 
cerned, in as much as the district at its last meeting 
raised and appropriated such funds only as were sup- 
posed to be sufficient to maintain the schools until Feb- 
ruary 15, 1918. A special appropriation will be neces- 
sary to meet this contingency. 

Not questioning the wisdom of the acts of our last 
legislature, this leaves our school district in an unfortu- 


rin 


naté situation in these abnormal times, namely, under the 
necessity of raising and appropriating under two sepa- 
rate acts, at the aprpoaching district meeting, sufficient 
funds for supporting the schools for periods of 6 months 
and 12 months respectively. I see no way of legally 
avoiding this provision of the statutes. 

Should the school district cut its appropriation for 
the school year September 1, 1918 to August 31, Ig19, 
expecting to make a special appropriation at the district 
meeting next year to tide over the ensuing six months, 
it would likely in so doing lose its state aid. 

It may seem best to the district to raise this extra 
school appropriation on the credit of the district, payable 
in three or five yearly installments. 

Assuring you of my appreciation of the courteous 
treatment I have received from the board, the teachers, 
and the parents, this report is respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF HEAD MASTER 


I hereby submit the following report as Head Master 
of the Wilton High School. 


Our present enrollment is 108 for both Senior and 
Junior High Schools, classified as follows:

Classes A, and B are called the Junior High School ; 
C, D, E. F, Senior High School. 

During the past five and one-half months I have tried 
to make the High School a place for educating, with a 
definite and accurate system of keeping record of class 
standing, absence and tardiness. 

The old system of keeping ranks, which on account 
of its simplicity was complicated, has been greatly im- 
proved by securing a new loose leaf record book, where 
the whole record of one student may be easily found on 
one page. 

The percent of absence and tardiness has not been 
as great thus far this year as it was last, and there can be 
no doubt that the absent and tardy slips have served as 
a notification and a prompter to the parents, that we are 
keeping account of all absence and tardiness, and that 
we do not want our school cited as one noted for its de- 
linquency. ‘These slips also serve as a voucher to the 
fact that the parents have a knowledge of such absence 
or tardiness as is indicated on the slip. 

Our period for oratoricals which comes the first thing 
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after the devotional exercises on Monday morning has 
proved of benefit to the students. The speakers, eight 
or ten in number, are notified two weeks in advance of 
the date when they will be called upon to deliver their 
selection. Each speaker is required to report to a teach- 
er, designated on a list of speakers posted in the main 
room, for a rehearsal of the selection chosen. 


A daily bulletin, which is typewriten every morning, 
gives a list of those students absent or tardy, notices of 
meetings, school events and all those things which have 
to do with efficient discipline. Every teacher has a copy 
of this bulletin and thus each teacheris informed of those 
things which tend to make the school a unit and not sev- 
eral small individual schools. It is the little details well 
kept in order that help to make the school a success. 

Several of the students from the upper classes have 
been assigned to work in the office during their spare 
time, and they have given valuable assistance in keeping 
this system in operation. 

A new forge shop has been set up by the sophomore 
agricultural students which is in operation daily. The 
equipment is ample and affords the boys taking this 
course an opportunity to acquire considerable skill in 
fashioning iron and steel. 


The agricultural boys are planning to start early on 
their projects and produce more than ever before. This 
should determine whether agriculture should be retained 
in the High School or placed in the discard. If agricul- 
ture does not progress with the great impetus which it 
is receiving from the Government and the people all over 
the United States, there is something wrong with nature. 
Our program was up-set by a necessary change to meet 
the requirements of the State Board of Education in or- 
der to receive Federal aid for agriculture courses, but it 
has been adjusted and no ill effects have resulted. 

The athletic activities of the school, which I consid- 
er essential, not for the sake of athletic excellence but 
for the betterment of the physical condition of those who 
take part and the development of a spirit of interest in 
the work of the school, has been spent entirely in pro- 
ducing a basket ball team. The team thus far has lost 
but one game, and it seems very probable that we will 
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have another cup, the trophy of the Southern New 
Hampshire League, to place with the one which is al- 
ready exhibited in the assembly hall. I have made it an 
object to keep school work and athletics separated in 
order to prevent a general tendency to conglom ts the 
two. 

The students of the High School Ge contributed 
generously to the support of Government requests, in 
connection with the Red Cross and thrift stamp drive. 
During the week of the thrift stamp drive the three teams 
selected sold about three hundred dollars worth of thrift 
and war saving stamps. 

I feel that the school has improved in all its work 
for the reason that. we have been working for something 
definite in education and that further improvement will 
be realized when our plans have become more firmly es- 
tablished. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the soopeerane 
spirit shown by the School Board, Superintendent and 
teachers, for it certainly has been a deciding factor in 
the success of the school work.

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REPORT OF TEACHER OF ART 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Contrary to the established tendencies of the past, 
modern methods of Art Instruction tend not only to- 
ward the development of a love and an appreciation of 
the beautiful, but especially toward the ability to apply 
this knowledge in the practical problems of life. The 
development of this power has been the constant aim and 
objective which has guided the Art instruction in the 
school. 

The work of the first four grades has been along this 
line, developing the creative ability and the power to 
represent ordinary objects through paper cutting, color 
work, and drawing, with the first steps in design intro- 
duced by the repetition of simple motifs both in border 
and all-over repeats. The objects used for this work 
include animals, toys, fruit, vegetables, and simple ob- 
jects of the home and school room. ‘The choice of the 
color harmonies used in the simple designs of these 
years leads the child to love the beautiful early in life. 

The work from the fifth to the eighth grades in- 
cludes simple perspective, color harmony, design, and 
the drawing of objects, always with the idea of their 
practical application. The Art work in all the grades 
is being supplemented by talks on famous artists and 
their pictures with an aim to develop in the child an un- 
derstanding of the best and finest in Art. 

The High School courses this year have been di- 
vided into four distinct classes, each graded and the 
course arranged to form a complete study of Art ap- 
preciation.. In these courses the first two years are 
largely devoted to the study of the theory of color, for 
only through an understanding of this basic principle 
can be gained a true appreciation of the beautiful, from 
the play of shadows on the hillside to the finest master- 
piece in the world’s greatest galleries. 

This study of color is applied through stenciling, 
woodblock printing, border repeats, interior decoration, 


and costume design, also composition in its relation to 
pictures. 

The History of Art is also divided into four distinct 
divisions, each year having for its object a thorough 
study of a definite era dealt with both for its intrinsic 
historic value and its modern application. 

The work of the junior and senior years, aside from 
the Art history, is devoted especially to the application 
of art and its principles in the home and everyday life. 
The study of interior decoration is especially essential, 
as is also costume design, with the study of the com- 
position of pictures and in their relation to their place 
in the home. 

In the manual training in the seventh and eighth 
grades, the aim is a knowledge of tools and their cor- 
rect uses, also the solution of simple problems in wood 
construction. Some of the problems made are hat racks, 
broom holders, bench hooks, plant stands, foot stools, 
traps, bird houses, and objects of similar construction. 
The subject of Mechanical Drawing is taken’up and 
each problem carefully worked out. 

The freshman class is doing some advanced problems 
in wood construction, with an aim for accurate work- 
manship and utility. Each pupil has his own individual 
problems. Some of the work done for the school includes 
book shelves and racks, shelves for supply closets, and 
benches for the manual training room. Other problems 
include saw bucks, saw horses, tables, levels, and other 
farm and household objects.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Wilton, N. H.: 


«The chief function of music in the public schools is 

to so direct and guide the child in his musical experence, 
as to awaken in him a greater love for the beautiful, and 
a keener appreciation of the best which music has to 
offer. 

To this end, we are striving to cultivate the child’s 
taste by song-singing, in which they themselves may 
have a part, and which should come “first, last, and all 
the time,’ and by listening to good music through the 
medium of the victrola. ‘The daily music lesson begins 
with the singing of a few familiar songs and is not com- 
plete unless ended by the singing of a few more favorites. 
In between the layers of this “musical sandwich” comes 
the sight-singing or theory, necessary to the child’s 
musical growth, that he may be able to decipher for 
himself the musical representations, thereby gaining in 
dependence of thought. 

The good condition in which I found the music in 
the Wilton schools is due to the efficient work of my 
predecessor and her assistants, the grade teachers, upon 
whom the brunt of the daily, drill and grind inevitable 
falls. There are, however, at least two weak spots in 
our system which we are trying to overcome. One is a 
weakness in part singing, and the other a lack of ability 
to read musc quickily, both of which are evident in the 
High School chorus, which I may say here, is not this 
year up to a satisfactory standard. For this reason, and 
since it is in the grades that we lay our foundational 
work, we are encouraging more two-part singing in the 
5th grade and upward, and putting more emphasis on 
sight-reading ; that is, the reading at first sight of sim- 
ple exercises on the blackboard, so that the child may 
gain more ability in reading simple songs with a fair 
degree of rapidity and accuracy. 

One new feature whch we have introduced into the 
first six grades is folk-dancing and singing games, to 
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which we devote one period a week. The children take 
hold of these ‘with a great deal of zeal and enthusiasm, 
and seem to thoroughly enjoy the work. 

There has been a-slight change in the four year 
course in the High School this year. The Freshmen 
and Sophomores have a course in music appreciation 
which consists of a study of the different song and piano- 
forte forms—preparatory to a more advanced study of 
the larger orchestral forms. The primary object of this 
course, as in all courses in music, is to so mold the pu- 
pil’s mind as to create a taste and desire for the best in 
music a greater love and appreciation of the best, by a 
more thorough understanding of the meaning of music. 

The Junior class is devoted to the study of music 
history, with especial attention to the development and 
growth of music and musicians up to the 19th con 
as illustrated by concrete examples. 

The Senior class makes a more intensive study of the 
masters of the 19th century, with emphasis on their 
works and characteristics. This course will culminate 
in the study of the modern tendencies in music. All of 
our work is supplemented by the use of the piano and 
vistrola for which we have this year obtained several 
valuable additions among our records, essential to the 
musical welfare of our pupils. 

On the Friday preceding the Christmas holidays, 
members of the 5th and 6th grades, Junior and Senior 
High School, took part in an operetta in one act, “Old 
Santa’s Fairies,” for the entertainment of the school. 

The pupils on the whole seem interested in their work 
and the results so far have been fairly satisfactory. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Superin- 
tendent and the School Board, for their hearty support 
and cooperation, which has made the work this year so 
pleasant and enjoyable.
